Pine Injury 


Is Blamed 


On Weather

If you’ve noticed many need­ 
les and branches dying on pine 1 
trees, the u r u s u a I weather 
we’ve been having is probably 
the culprit. 
In 
some Instances, 
these 
needles and branches may he 
on the south and southwest 
side of the tree, especially in 
white pines. Here, winter in­ 
jury or surm a Id may he the 
problem, particularly if the 
soil was very dry last fall. 
On other kinds of pine, bran- 
s ches or sections, or even t h e 
entire tree may he dying. Many 
red or norway pines have been 
affected in this manner, espe­ 
cially l a r g e trees, about 30 
I years old 
planted 
on 
heavy 
clay soils. 
Apparently, there is no defin­ 
ite disease involved on the tops.

The eastern half of Ohio and 
Pickaway County are within 
the areas where the outbreak 
is experted. There are two 
races of the 
cicada 
which 
cause damage to trees. 
One of these has a life cycle 
of 13 years and the other 17 
years. The race expected this 
year in Ohio is the 17 year lo­ 
cust. 
The real economic concern of 
this insect is to trees, particu­ 
larly young ones. The damage 
is n o t e d by roughened punc-: 
tures f o u n d on twigs a n d 
small branches of a p p l e and 
many other trees. 


THESE punctures are usual-; 
ly I to 4 inches long. This injury 
is caused not by the feeding of 
the insect, hut by the female ci­ 
cada depositing her eggs in the 
branch.

known insect. After the e g g s 
are deposited in tree branches 
they hatch in 6 to 7 weeks. T h e 
somewhat ant-like young then 
drop to the ground and enter the 
soil through cracks. Here they 
excavate a small cell about a

their feeding has no noticeable 
affect on trees. After 13 or 17 
years of nymphs become fully 
grown and somewhat resemble 
a crayfish.

700th Anniversary of Parliament Nears 


LONDON (AP) — lig h t glint­ 
ed on raised lances and bur­ 
nished breastplates as the ar­ 
mies of the rebel earl and the 
royal prince met in the bend of 
the river. 
Tile battle was brief and bru­ 
tal. The earl’s horse was killed 
under him. The earl fought on 
foot, lunging and slashing at his 
attackers until he wras hacked 
down from behind. The victo­ 
rious royalists cut off his head, 
his hands and then his limbs. 
Of all the nobles who fell that 
day 700 years ago on the blood 
stained English field, the rebel 
chieftain, Simon de Montfort, 
earl of Leicester, was the most 


illustrious. His death ended al 
chapter as portentous as any in; 
England’s long story. 
For during his brief reign as! 
virtual m aster of England he 
had given men a revolutionary 
idea: a broadly based Parlia­ 
ment challenging the supreme 
power of the throne. 
Though De Montfort died, his 
idea did not. In feudal minds it 
had taken hold, never to let go. 
Centuries later — but not before 
more battle and bloodshed — it I 
blossomed into reality. Out of it 
grew the Westminster concep­ 
tion of modern government, co­ 
pied wherever free men gath­ 
ered. 


Next month, June 22, West­ 
minster, "The Mother of Parlia­ 
ments,” celebrates its birth —-j 
an assembly in the year 1265 
where for the first time com­ 
mon men could have some part 
in the governing of their coun­ 
try. The assembly was called by 
Simon de Montfort. 
For a year before the fateful 
battle of Evesham on Aug. 4, 
1265, on the bank of the River 
Avon. De Montfort had been 
king in all but name. Tile real 
king, Henry III, was a puppet. 
De Montfort had ridden to 
powe* at the head of a barons’ 
revolt, confident too of the sup­ 


port of the mass of ordinary! 
people. Feudal England seethed; 
with unrest. Henry was unpop-j 
ular with many of his barons.! 
But it was the ordinary people! 
who were the real sufferers. In i 
a winter famine 15,000 people' 
died 
in 
London 
alone.

The big difference in produc­ 
tion costs was in the feed bill. 
It cost about $4 more to get IOO 
pounds of gain with 770 pound 
feeders than with 450 p o u n d 
feeders.

Relentless Fights 


Medical and biological research is 
aperating at an unprecedented level in 
the United States. The volume of knowl­ 
edge being added to the store of data 
on the human body and its vital func­ 
tions is accelerating almost monthly. 
Yet medical science still doesn’t know 
how to prevent a common cold or cure 
cancer. 
The reaction of many persons to the 
scope of research on one hand and ti e 
“lack” of imposing new medical treat­ 
ments or preventatives on the other, is 
impatience. After all, it is argued, can­ 
cer has been on the ascendancy in the 
United States for decades. 
Cancer now ranks only second to 
heart disease as the killer of humans, 
and this year will claim 295,000 more 
victims. Why can’t it be cured, or at 
least controlled? 
In many cases it can be. One of ev­ 
ery three cancer patients can be saved, 
and some medical authorities believe 
this ratio could be further improved to 
one in two, if the disease were detected 
early enough. But look, someone may 
say, at what happened to poliomyelitis 
when a series of biological discoveries 
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led to the Salk vaccine and almost total 
obliteration of the crippling disease. 
But just as cancer now is the subject 
of research costing in excess of $200 
million a year, so too was polio subject­ 
ed 
to an 
expensive 
and 
prolonged 
search for d e c a d e s preceding the 
breakthrough. 
Cancer will be cured. Of that not a 
doubt is expressed by the medical pro­ 
fession. And all of the day-by-day data 
collected by thousands of researchers 
— some of whom, incidentally, are in 
totally unrelated fields — will contrib­ 
ute to the eventual victory. 
One cancer specialist has referred to 
the voluminous research now underway 
as the water flowing into a newly con­ 
structed dam. Not much happens until 
the water reaches the overflow level, 
but from that time on the dam is in 
control of the situation. 
A number of scientific dams are be­ 
ing filled which will provide great divi­ 
dends in the future. Nowhere will it be 
more important than when the spill­ 
over begins attacking cancer in earnest 
and with relentless force.

Economics and Figures 


Economics, the nonscientific science 
to w h i c h government officials pay 
much attention, and educators little, is 
undergoing something of a revolution. 
What’s more, it has little to do with 
the decades old conflict between Adam 
Smith’s freedom and Karl Marx’s col­ 
lectivism. 
Mathematical 
economics, 
as 
con­ 
trasted to verbal, theoretical or argu­ 
mentative varieties, is gaining a strong 
foothold in the United States as well as 
in other parts of the world. The inter­ 
national aspect of this relatively new 
science is proved by the Lenin Prize 
the Soviet government gave to three 
prominent 
econometricians 
and 
the 
resignation of the chairman of Bar­ 
nard’s economic department because 
of the rising influence of mathematical 
economics at Columbia. 
The traditional, or quantitative, con­ 
cept of economics attempts to interpret 
consumer motivation, government fis­ 


cal policies, changing market forces 
and other human actions as they would 
influence the economic health of a po­ 
litical subdivision, but mathematical 
economics formalizes the same inter­ 
play in the precise terms of a physics 
equation. Whether math economics be­ 
comes the form of the future is prob­ 
lematical. One distinct disadvantage is 
its form of communication. 
Such concepts as the law of supply 
and demand and the Malthusian law 
could be more or less understood by a 
layman, 
but 
consider 
an 
argument 
based on the contrast between the 
Jones system of nonlinear difference — 
differential equations with 
invariant 
parameters as against Petrov's mat­ 
rices, all of whose elements are sto­ 
chastic variables entering into a Mar­ 
kov chain. 
Chances of this language becoming 
popular are not high.

Nam (AP) — Some U.S. sol­ 
diers regard Viet Nam as a 
muddy wasteland which they 
hate the whole time they are* 
here. 
Others fall in love with the 
land and its people and try to j 
perform a real service during 
their tour of duty. 
One of these is Lt. John H. { 
Damewood of Pocatello, Idaho, 
an idealist in uniform. 
This rugged, 27-year-old offi­ 
cer has the job of handling civil 
affairs for a U. S. Army Special 
Forces unit stationed in a key 
position astride the famed Ho 
Chi Minh trail. 
He has been a one-man good­ 
will mission among 3.000 inhabi­ 
tants of 12 straggling hillside 
bamboo hut hamlets. 
In several weeks of whirlwind 
activity 
Damewood has done 
these things: 
Set up two dispensaries and 
taught the villagers tile rudi­ 
ments of sanitation. 
Organized and provided books 
for a 40-pupil school for children 
who had never seen a class­ 
room. 
Arranged a program under 
which 
the 
villagers 
can 
ex­ 
change their 
rude 
crossbows 
and other handicraft items for! 
tools, cloth, blankets and hard­ 
ware. 
“They are also planting fam­ 
ily gardens for 
the vegetabes 
they need to vary their diet,” 
Damewood said. “And we are 
also planting some 500 fruit and 
nut trees, and starting other 


projects to provide them with 
fish ponds and help raise the 
quality of their pigs and rab­ 
bits.” 
The lieutenant gives out 4,800 
bars of soap each month. He 
pointed at a flapping laundry 
line stretched between two huts. 
“You never used to see that 
here before,” he said. “ Many of 
the children now are brushing 
their teeth regularly. We are 
trying to get them to realize 
that most of their diseases are 
caused by dirt and lack of hy­ 
giene. 
“Our theme is that self-i-iffi- 
ciency is the first step toward 
self-government. And these peo­ 
ple show a real willingness to 
improve their lot. 
“Our goal is to get these bet­ 
terment programs going so well 
that when we pull out, the vil­ 
lagers will be able to make a go

“We provided the materials, 
but they put up the houses 
themselves,” 
he 
said. 
“They 
have a wonderful spirit. You 
can’t help liking and admiring 
them.” 
There are an estimated 750,- 
000 of the mountain tribesmen 
in South Viet Nam. 
“I think the future of th# 
country may depend on whether 
they stay with the government 
or swing to the Viet Cong,” h# 
said. “These people here

staying with the government— 
and risking their lives to do it.”
